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Precaution* Being Taken to Make Bast 
River E ntrance In vulnerable.

York, Fob 25.—At W illets 
point precaution is being taken to make 
the East river entrance to New York in­ 
vulnerable. 
A socalled skirmish line 
of torpedoes is projected from the Wil­ 
let’s point shore across the channel to 
Fort Schuyler. The torpedoes will be 
anchored so close together that it may 
be mode impossible for a hostile vessel 
to cross the line without being blown up. 
The engineers have arranged to have 
batteries located at each end of the line 
so that in case on apparatus was used 
by the enemy to sever the connecting 
w ires and break the circuit, tile torpe­ 
does still could be exploded from either 
end of the line. The channel is already 
protected from W ii let’s point shore to 
toe center by two groups of submarine 
mines. Each group of the mines con­ 
sists of 22 torpedoes, 44 together contain­ 
ing 120 pounds of giant powder.

Kausu* City, perhaps the most impor­ 
tant market for agricultural implement* 
in the country, report* the demaud ex- 
eeedi ng all records, aud sales limited 
only by the inability to deliver orders. 
Business failures were 183, against 
269 last week.

refuse to adm it them, rn it will be ar­ 
ranged for the Frankfort authorities to 
prevent prisoners from that district 
from entering the city. 
So if any sher­ 
iff from that section contemplates bring­ 
ing prisoners lien* he had better take 
warning and keep them in jail till the 
smallpox scare is over.

Before the hull could be 
raised it would be necessary to remove 
the guns aud deck debris.

Aside 
from the officers’ and cabin efftfts, tho 
salvage thus far has been pitifully small. 
The cloudy weather and rain made the 
wo.'k of the divers very unsatisfactory 
yesterday and very little was done. 
It 
is said that a hole has been made by the 
divers in one of the forward hatches, 
and it is bsp^i that a numWt of bodies 
will be recovered. 
The court of inquiry 
sat longer than usual yesterday aud tho 
six divers were examined more in de 
tail than heretofore. 
The time of the dererture of theMan 
grove with the oourt for Key WYst has 
not been determined. Captain Sampson

When 
he has a first class line of patrons aud 
he appears to be doing a big business, 
he advertises the place ftwr Mile.

or west is erne of the excuses. Custom­ 
ers appear promptly, aud the proprietor 
usually sells his place for $1,200 eg 
$1,500, half in cash. 
His investment 
has not been more than $400. ho be 
clears from $800 to $1,000.

the place proves a failure, aud the pur­ 
chaser loses his money. The restaurant 
starter, however, moves to another por­ 
tion of the city and repeats his enter­

Washington, Fob 26.—In view of the 
W idely published report that the harbor 
of Havana contain t a system of sub 
marine mines, a statement around which 
I has centered the chief public interest iii 
connection with the disaster to the l«at- 
tleshio Maine, Senor Du Bone, Spanish 
charge d'affaires at Washington, last 
night made public the following state­ 
ment, which, coming from such author 
ity, may be considered as an official de- 
, ilia I: 
"I wi ll to state on my own official 
knowledge that no mine exists inside or 
mi (side of Havana harbor, nor is there 
any submarine defense of any kind 
The n port in absolutely false aud ridieu 
Ions and it could only have originated 
in the minds of those persons anxious to 
incite the evil passions of both nations 
fear their own miserable ends.

sider the very suggestion of such a thing 
an insult to Spain.”
